DISTINCT SURPRISE

AUSTIN, Texas, O ct 
19.— The 
idling by the Court of Criminal Ap- 
] peals Wednesday that there is noth­ 
ing the the Dean liquor law making 
it penal or fixing punishment for 
m anufacturing or transporting intox­ 
icating liquor for medicinal purposes 
and that no permit is required 
for 
such m anufacture or transportation 
evidently came as a surprise to State 
prosecuting officers. 
Already re ­ 
quests have come from District A t­ 
torneys to the clerk of the court for 
full copies of the opinion. 
District Attorney Shelby Cox

Dallus was the first to make such 
request.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okl., Oct. 24.—The bitteregt fight 
since the convening of the special session broke on the floor of 
the house today when Representative Callahan, 
democrat of 
Latimer county, introduced a resolution for an investigation to 
determine who paid the expenses of the house members when 
they attempted to convene September 26 and were dispersed by 
military authorities upon orders of Governor Walton. 
Calla* 
han is a Walton supporter. 
The resolution was adopted after 
a brief, but acrimonious debate and referred to the committee 
on investigation of the conduct of house members. The resold* 
tion sought especially an inquiry to determine whether the .Ku 
Klux Klan or certain “interests” in Tulsa contributed funds for 
the attempted session.

CITY MANAGER FORM BEST 


Somewhat after the time Denton 
sdopted the city manager form of 
government, Bryan, another Texas 
town of about the same size, emul- 
rted 
that 
good 
example. 
Bryan 
however, differently from Denton 
has kept the city manager form and 
this from the Bryan F.agle is of in­ 
terest as giving the results: 
From the eighth year book of the 
City Manager Association published 
in September, 1922, we take the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ Bryan, Texas, population 
6.307. adopted City Manager form 
in 1917, manager E. E. McAdams: 
“The City of Bryan not only held 
expenditures below estimates during 
the past year but retired 
$30,000 
worth of its bonds, 
half of which 
were utility bonds which were paid 
out of earnings from the munici­ 
pal power, light and water 
plants. 
About one mile of mains were laid, 
also out of utility earnings. 
Ten 
miles of dirt street were graded and 
culverts put to lake caie of drain­ 
age. 
The people voted $07,000 in 
paving and school bonds. 
There are powerful objections to 
the city manager form ; opponents 
claim it 
is fundamentally against 
democratic 
principles. 
Politically 
that may be so. But the fact remains 
that it is beyond all questions 
tin­ 
niest efficient system yet evolved in 
handling 
municipal 
affairs; 
and 
there are hundreds of cities through­ 
out the country 
that, after thor­ 
ough investigation, 
have 
accepted 
the plan as the best calculated to 
promote efficiency and economy and 
eliminate politics in municipal 
ad­ 
ministration.— Will L. Edwards, in 
Denton Record-Chronicle.
